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Again, it is worthy qur obſervazion , what notabe Jugglers Inſtance. 
che Kings or Tyrants of the earth have ever been with God, as for in- 
ſtance in Dan.2.47. we find Nebachadnezzar (having lately recei- 
ved a favour from Daniels Gvud, in reference to the knowledge of 
his dream, openly declaring, that of a truth Daniels God was 4 
God of Gods anda Lord of Kings, and a revealer of Secrets, and yec 
notwithEanding all this. in the third verſe following, we find 
the ſame Nebuchadnezzar <©ri&ing an Image of Gold, and com- | 
pelling the worſhip-ers of Daniels God, to fall down and worſbip 
it. An A& not much unſuitable co the preſent eftions of our Ar- 
my-men,who having formerly proclaimed Feſws Chrift,as atoreſald, Compariſon. 
(by way of thanktulneſſe for their wonderfal preſervations from ſo 
many eminent dangers, and te exalt and magnifie him onely, and that 
by tis own Way, or Rule of Wotſhip, in and by his own Laws, 
and Ordinances, contained in the holy Scriptures, that they 
would ſupprefſ: whatſoever was contrary theceunto, both in 
Chucch and Scate) bur the Nine Dayes Wonder being over, 
forthwith caſt all their Ingagemencs behind their backs, and in-« 
ſtead of performing thereof, turn diccft Antipodians, or Retro- 
gradians, by ſerting up an image of ſome things that had been 
deſtroying, rand not onely ſo, but alſo commanding obedience 
thereunto, witnefle the late Government they have eretted. 
3- Albeit Mordecay and Daniel did att according to the Laws 
and Cuſtomes of that Country, during their captivity in that place, 
that doth not in the leaſt argue or conclude that the Laws of the 
Babylonians and Perfians ſhould now be promoted among us. 
For what ſhould we do with their Laws, without their Idols, Reaſon.

alſo how his SubjeQs ſhall demean themſelves one towards ano- 
ther and which was cftabliſhed and ratified by his ſonne, and our 
Saviour (in Mount Olivet ) and alſo by his Apoſtles, (as hath been 
proved ) That they henceforth indevour the promotion of thoſe 
Hely, Juſt, and perfe Laws, with: all their right and power, and 
contrary-wiſe to ſuppreſſe all ſuck' perſons and things that are 
oppoſite thereunto, whether in Church or State. | 
Our Saviour commandeth us to give tribute to Ceſar, and the 
Apoſtle injoyned obedience to the, higher powers, which doth 
bcar the Sword, and that for conſcience ſake, Rom. 13. all which 
giveth Approbation to the Laws of Nations. 
The people of God, were then ( as I have ſaid) under the 
power of Heathen Magiſtrates;and therefore to the end they might 


and boneſty, 1 Tim. j2. 2. Our Lord Jeſus and his Apoſtles, aJ- 
moniſhed them in ſuch caſes, not to oppoſe or reſiſt them, and in- 
deed who would not feed a bungry andgreedy Lion, rather than ro 
be torn in pieces, and devoured by him. Burt all this doth not 
in the leaſt prove, that the Laws of Ceſar, or the Image thereof, are 
better than che Laws of God,or that the le of God, having 
now under God freed themſelves from the Dominion of Ceſar, 
ſhould now by force be brought back again to worſhip and adore the image 
and Super (cription of Ceſar, under a Ceſarian Habit,that they ſhould 
ſubmic to the Laws, Cuſtomes and Traditions of thoſe falſe gods they 
have Conquered, and Negle&t the Laws, Statutes and Tudgements of 
that God by whoſe might and power they bave conquered theſe falſe gods, 
andtheir worſbippers ; for if to, what is ic other than co imitate 
thoſe diſobedient Iſraelites (who joyned in league with the Canaa- 
nites, whom the Lord ſigned for deſtruftion) and with them to worſbip 
Baalim, and the Groves, Judges 3.6,7. 


Therefore ſuch whom the Lord hath made inftrumentall,;either 


, by wordor ſword, to extirpare the name and perſon of Ceſar out of this 


nation, ought doubtles to perſevere therein until they bave as well ex- 
tinguiſhed and blotted out bis Image and Superſcription, in whomſoever, 


and whatſoever they ſee or find it to be fixed in,and that to All Ends and 
tu 


ſes; 
or without all Controverfie, the one is altegetber as lawfull, if 
not More-than was the other, yea doubrleſ;, ir is a far lefle re- 
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-ffti iftrecy to deftroy the Image and Superſcription of Ce- 
op Kip to deſtroy His Name Bd Perfon,but che Army af- 
firmed, it was no refiſting of Magiftracy to d:ftroy the perſon and 
-name of Ceſar,therefore it will be no reſiſting of Magiſtracy in the o- 
ther, todeftroy the Image and Superſcription, in whomſoever, und 
whatſoever they find it. A 
For in ſuch: Caſes the Army hath concluded :t as a Maxime, 
that it is no refiſting* to ſide with juſt Principles, i.e. in ſuch Ca- * ap, 
ſes, whereupon the life and death of True Religion, whether 
in reference to God or our neighbour doth depend) and that in 
ſuch Caſes, men are bound in duty and conſcience both to God 
and their Neighbour, (where no effeQtu1ll help doth from clie- 
where appear) not to be wanting in any thing, they can either do 
or ſay, to hold off impending Raine from an Honeſt People and g 
good Cauſe, bur that as in publick fires al! ought to lift up their Voice 
and Hand, bringing what Ladders, Buckets, or what other aſiſt- 
ence they can (vid. Abridgement, Remon. Albaxs p; 1.) as did( ſay 
they) part of thepeople in Arms, or an ARMY interpoſing againſt the 
Sranding Authority, tor the life of good Fonathan, 1 Sam.

Lord,and of Ged:on, to deſtroy all ungodlin:ſſe, and unrighteouſneſſe of 
man from off the face of the earth, and to ere thoſe boly, juſt and perfe#?

Our bleſfed Saviour doth here neither abrogate the Statute nor 


_ the Judgement, depending on that precept, Thox ſþalt not kill, but 


onely freeth the ſame from the Traditions, and interpretations of the 
Scrives and Phariſes, Hypocrites of thoſe times, who took and pave li- 
berty to foſter and follow private r and therefore in as much 
as vengeance is Gods, and in thathe ſaith he will repay ic by his in- 
ſtcuments, i.e. by ſuch Magiſtrates as ſhall put his Laws in exe- 


cution). TheLord Jeſus doth hereby rebuke them for taking on 


them to revenge their particular and private injuries, and (o toar- 

rogate to themſelves that power that belonged to him, and con- 
fequent]y to his Lawfull Deputies,the Civil Megiſtrate,and not that 
he doth herc in the leaſt rake off the puniſhment that God by Moſes 


had appointed in ſuch caſes, i.c, An eye for an eye, and a tooth for 
a tootb,&c. 


For i ſo, then it wanld wnavvidably follow, that every man 
that lifteth may ſtrixe out the eyes and teeth of his Ncighbour at 
pleaſure, as alſo that the perſon ſo offended ſhould be ſo far from 
ſeehing revenge on the offender, as that he is ;ngaged by our Saviour 
to provoke the offender to do him more miſchief, by turning unto 
him the other chk to be ſmitten : and if this be not the mean- 
ing, then 1 weuldgladly know what courſe men ſhould take in 
point of ſuch injuries offered unto them. That may be collefed 
from this expreſſion of our Saviour afore mentioned. 

It it be replyed that complaint is to be made to the Civil Magi- 
ftrate, to the end he way do Fuftice therein on the perſon of- 
tending. 

4014. by what Rule, for it is clearly evident to all that are 
rationall, that thoſe words of our blefſkd Saviour, will bear 
no ſuch cenſfirudion, bur quite cantrary-wilſe, that the perſan 
ſo injured, ſhould endeavour to provoke the offender to do him 
wore miſchief. ; 

Again, put caſethat an Appeal is to be madero the Civil Mayj- 
ſtrate, if thar Civil Magiſtsate, ro whom the Appeal is made, be 
an Adminiſtrator or Executioner of the Laws of the alone Law- 
maker; and giver, what other puniſhment ought he infli&, than 
that which he findeth preſcribed in his Maſters Laws, ſo that in 
ach caſe Magiſtrates muſt either of neceſſity wholly omit any pu- 
niſhment for ſuch like offences, or they muſt judge by the ſtayd- 
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ing Rule preſcribcd in the Law of God, contained in the five books 
of Moſes. 


So then without all Controverfie, where Febovab hath as well 


preſcribed the puniſhment zs the offence, ic ought nv: to be al- 
tered by any Magiſtrate whatſoev:r; and theretore for any Ma- 
giſtrate to aſſume the impadence to ditfolve thole things , that 
God bath ſo joyned together , by the difates of their own phantafie or 
light of Nature within them, is no other than by proteſſing them- 
ſelves wiſe to become fools. Again, the Apoſtle James athrmerh, 
Thar there is but one Law-giver , who Is able to ſave and to de- 
ſtcoy : lcis therefore an abſolute uſurpation of Gods Legillitive 
power, to fave or deſtroy by any other means or rule, than that 
great and onely Law-iver hath preſcribed. Again,in point of com- 
mon ſence,to whom can it rather refer ro give rules of direCtion, 
for what offence mans life ſhall be ſaved, or other puniſhments co 
be inflicted; and for what his life ſhall betaken away, then to 
that holy, juft, and righteous Law-giver, whois the Author and 
giver of life , and at whoſe will and pleaſure mans life and limbs 
ought to be taken away, and not otherwiſe. 

And therefore 1 do hereby aver, that whoſoever ſhall hence- 

forth contaminate or dapiſe the aforeſaid ſtatutes and judgments 
doth dire&ly derogate from Gods Aathurity and ſubj<Qion, who is 
the onely and ſufficient Law-ezver, as alſo from the ſufficiency of bis 
Laws, which is ten thouſand times more perfe& than any other 
conſtitution whatſoever, and will thereby bring upon them- 
felvesan unavoidable deſtruftion. 
And it is well worthy vur obſervation, that whileſt the preſent 
Army owned thoſe juicials, I plead for, to be from beaven, and 
a ryle for a!l Rulers; and that who ſo was not ever under them 
owned nt bis ſubjefion to God. They urged no other rule of juſtice to 
try the late King by, as is clcerly manifeſt in that paper ticled the 
Abridgment of the Remonſt. Albans, where they cite multitudes of 
preſidents out of holy writ, to prove him guilty of death : but not 
one ftatute law of ti? Nation : No, they were then out of date with 
them:but now tempora mutantur, &c, And the world is run round 
again ſi1ce that time. | 

Obje&X. Jeſus Chriſt and his Apoſtles never commanded the 
pradtice of the Jadicial Laws you ſpeak of, therefore not to be 
urged under the Goſpel. E 2 Reſp. 
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Reſpon.' I have proved from Jeſus Chrift himſelf, that he came 
not to deſtroy the morall precepts , and conſequently , not thoſe 
are inſeparably annexed thereunto, 
and have no dependance at all cither upon the Ceremonial Law, 
or their pollitick, conſtitutions , but are as I have ſaid, conclufions and 
rules of juſtice, grounded meerly upon the Loyall Law; and there- 
fore Jeſus Chriſt,could not deſtroy. the one without the otber.Burt Need 
ham himſelf hath confeſſed that Jeſus Chriſt did ratifie the Royal 
law : Ergo, thoſe judiciall precepts atore mentioned. 

Reſp. 2. That the Apoſtles of the Lord Jeſus taught rhe uſe 
thereof, appeareth from Pauls 1 Epiſt. ro Tim. 1.v. 9, 10. where 
he fairh,the Law-is made for unholy and propbane perſons : For mur- 
therers of fathers and murtberers of mothers, for manſlayers, for 
IV boremongers, for them that defile themſelves with mankinde ; for 
men ſtealer, for lyers,for perjured perſons : and if there be any otber 
thing that is contrary to ſound doffrine, according to the glorious 
Goſpel of the blefſed God, &c. From which words-it is clear, 
= the Judiciall Law, (I ftand for) was to be in force under the 
Goſpel. 

Regſen, For ſeverall things here numerated by the Apoſtle, are 
not found in the Decalogue or Ten Commandements, or Royal 
Law , but are dedu&ions therefrom, 1.e. part of thoſe ſtatutes, 
whic!i deperd thereon as the Five Books of Moſes wil ſufficient- 
ly teſtifi. : For the Royal Law, onely faich Thou ſhalt not hill. 

It doth not particulariſc kifing of fathers or mothers,or manſlay- 
ers,@c. Again, it alſo ſaith in ag neral expreſſion , Thou ſhalt net 
Commut Adultery. | 

Ic doth not particulariſe Whoremongers , or ſuch as defile them- 
ſelves with mankinde. 

Again, in point of Theft, it only ſaith in a general term , Thou 
ſhalt not Steal. 

It doth not particulariſe Man-ftealers, &c. and ſo in thereft : 
T here can then be nothing more clear than that theApoftle doth 
here ſpeak of the Fudicial Law,annexed to the Moral precept, which 
he affirmeth .to be good and lawfull to be prafticed amongſt 
Chriftians. 
Therefore it may be ſafely concluded, that the Judicial Lawan- 
nexed tothe Moral precepts, isas well to be praticed by Chri- 


Rare, 
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Mans under the Goſpel, as before among the Jews, and that to all. 
ends and purpoſes, which 1 colle& from theſe words; if there be 
any other t hing that is contrary to ſound doGtrine, i. e. Loving God 
above all, and our neighbeur as our nj ; that alſo ſaith the Apoſtle, 
ought to be determined by thoſe Statutes and Judgments. 

1. B:cauſe God hath given no other rule to govern the world 
by ; who are al! under the Royal Law, as hath been proved, 
from Rom.3.9.29. and conſequently under the other, i. e. 
the Statutes and judgments. 

2. I that Jeſus Chriſt did not deſtroy the one more than the 

other. 

3- In that the Apoflle ratifieth the one as well « the other: As 
then it was Moſes and Aron before Chrift, ſo now Moſes and Chriſt 
in the Goſpel State ( as Mr. Brain well obſerved.) God is faid to 
judge the ſecrets of m<ns hearts (i.e. the inward man ) by or 
according to the Goſpel, Rom.2.16. And the things done in the 
fl:ſh (z.e. the aftions of the outward man ) by the Statutes and 
Judgments aforementioned, as hath been ſhewed, as alſo from 
1Tim.5.17. where the Apoſtle ſaith, The ſins of ſome are open before 
band, andgo before tojudgement , i. e. before the Civill Magiſtrate: 
Others follow after, and ſo under the Judgment of Chriſt in the 
Church. And--this is further illuſtrated, from Rem.2.2. we are 
ſure that the judgment of God, is according to truth, againft 
them that commit ſuch things,which things it you would know 
read<ap. 1. and you will find them to be idolatry and falſe worſbip, 
as in making images of men, and birds and four footed beaſts or cree- 
ping things, a8 alſo in vile affeFions as of men and women , changing 
their kinde, fernication,&c. all which appertaining to che judicial 
precepts. Again. 1 Cor.5. the Apoſtle doth make a clear diſtinfior 
betwixt them that are properly under the ciwiland ſpiritual govern- 
ment, i.e. the external and internal, of Moſes and Cbrift, as in ver(. 
12,13. Wherehe ſaith, hat have I to do to judge them that are with- 
cut; do not ye judge them that are within ? But them that are without God 
judgetb* as if he had ſaid, Men are now tobe judged in things civil, 
by the civil law of God, committed to the Magiſtrate, and that not 
only by the men of the world,but members of Churches alſo; for 
the Apoſtle doth not blame the Corintbians tap. 6. of that Epiſtle, 
for that they brought their c:vill controverfres to be decided by tho 
citvill Magiſtrate. E-3. Reaſo?:

Reaſon 1. But becauſe thoſe civil Magiſtrates did not judge by the 


law of God,and therefore could not give 4 jaſt judgment. 


Reaſon 2. As alſo in that they were ſuch Judges , as were not 
rightly fixed or qualified, for ſuch a purpoſe: the latter is evident 
by the title, which the Holy Ghoſt putteth upon them, ver. 1.vis, 
unjuſt FTuages : the iormer is allo evident, by the place of their a- 
bode viz Corinth, the Magiſtrates thereof being unbelievers, v.6. 
i.e. Heathen Judges, judging by Heathenifh Laws, as areall that 
now Govern as they did, And in thirgs ſpicitual by the cenſures 
of the churches,as the afore mentioned exprefſions do clearly evi- 
dence. Again, our bleſſed Saviour himſelf, doth clearly mani- 
feſt that judgement of external a&is againſt the Law of Moſes, war left 
to Moſes, Luke 12,13, 14. where the man coming to have the ins» 
beritance divided, Chriſt gave him chis f nſwer : Man, who made 
mee a judpe and divider over you ? 

Again, in the caſe of the woman taken in the A of Adultery, 
Fbn $.3,4,5,6. Jeſus Chrift would neither accuſe or condemn ber, 
ſo that the women was diſmiſſed, not abſolved; Shiloh being now 
come, the Scepter was now departed from Judab, and a Law-giver frone 
between kis feet, Gen.49.10. The Jews at this time being then un- 
der the dominion of the Romans, had not power to put any to 
death, by their Law, as clearly appeareth by comparing the 7 v. 
of John 19. with v. 31. ofcap.18. where the Jews tell Pilate, they 
have a law to puniſh blaſphemers by death: And yet the caſe was 
then ſuch with them, that they could not pur any to death thereby, 

And hence I conceive it was that the Scribes and Phariſees, Hy- 

pocrites brought the woman taken in the a& of Adultery to our 
bleſſed Saviour, to entrap hi, 7.e. to ſce ithe would rake upon 
him to ft their law in execution , and that if lic had, then to have 
accuſed him for intermedling upon the priviledg? of Ceſar, as is clear 
from fobn 19.12. Where they tell Pilat, that it he ler Feſus go he 
was not Ceſars friend. 

For (fay they ) who ſo maketh himſcli a King, (that is, that 
taketh npon him to put our Laws in cxecution( without the appre- 
bation of Ceſar) ſpeaketh againſt Ceſar, Mat. 22. 15,16,17.0c. 
All which remprations our Saviour then avoided, becauſe the 
time was not yet conre, that his Kingdume ſhould be on the earth,

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perſare, and in his Members, by that Remain power then in be- 
Ing, at the end whereof, .e. at the expiration of the Little Horns 
Dominions Dan.7. it ſhall arife out of the ruine thereof, and fo 
by gradation ſpread it ſelf over th: face of the whole earth, as in 
v.25,26, and 27 of that chapter. 


The Severity of Moſe's Judicials, ought not to be prafticed Obiept. 


under the Goſpel, as the continuall pra&ice of the Church ſhew- 
eth, as Paul willeth the inceſtuous perſon onely1to be cxcommu- 
nicated, 1Cor.5. there was then no Law in force to put ſuch to 


death. 


This conceipt was the ficſt ground of the Manicbean Hereſie; Reſp. 


for in making of difference in the proceedings of Juſtice under the 
Law, and under the Goſpel! againſt owe and the ſame Tranſgreſfon, 
they thereupan laid a foundation for the ſetting torth of two gods, 
the one ſevere, and the other merciful, whereas the Lord Jeſus 
doth rather aggravate than mitigate the puniſhments of the Fudici- 
all Laws, as in the explication of that Precept. Thou ſhalt not kill. 

He to (hew the Jatitude, or complement, or full excent of the 
mind of his Father. therein, ſaith, that whofoever angry with 
his brother without a cauſe, ſhall be in danger of Judgement, and whoſo- 
ever ſhall ſay to bis b:other Racha, ſhall be in danger of the Councel : but 


ſaith, He that bateth bis brother, is a murtherer in Gods eſteem. Again 


v.27. in his Expoſition of that Precept, Thou ſhalt not commit adul- 
tery. 


He ſaith, that Whoſoever looketh after a woman to luſt after ber, 


bath committed adultery with her already in bis beart.&&c. And hence 
| the Apoſtle Peter ſpeaking of /aſcivious perſons, ſaich, They hav? 
- eyes fall of adultery, 2 Pet. 2.14. In which expreſlions,Chrift ſhew- 
eth that the Moral Precept extendeth as well to the inward as out- 
ward man, and that he will puniſh the tranſgreſſions of the one, as 
of the other, the one by the Crvil magiſtrate, and the other by his 
Church, and not in the leaſt mitigateth the puniſhments of the fruits 
of the fleſh,i.e. Thefe, Aultery, Fornication , Uncleanneſſe, Laſci- 
viouſneſſ:, Idolatry, Witchcraft,evc.

That Theft under the 
Goſpel, is to be no other wayes puniſbed by the Civil Magiftrate, than 
by an admonition toſteal no more; therefore thoſe that affirm 
that the puniſhments of the Fudiciall Law is mitigatedby Chriftand 
his Apoſtſes under the Goſpel,would do well from the mouth of 
God, to ſhew in what it is mitigated, or to whom, and whether te 
all or to ſome finnes onely, and why not all as well as ſome, and 
how it can be in ſeme particulars, and not inall, or ea:b of them, 
or how it can be under the Goſpel, and not declaredby Chriſt, andit 
by bim, then how can he be ſaid to eſtabliſþ the Law, and yet de- 
ftroy all inpart, and whether Idolatry, Blaſphemy, Murther, Adul- 
tcry, Theft, &c. be not the ſame in Gods efteem now, as formerly in 
England, as in Judea, and if ſo, then why not the ſamepuniſh- 
ment shere, as there, for the violation thereof; with much more 
that might be urged to this purpoſe. 

If thoſe Statutes and Judgements annexed to the Moral Law 
for the breach of che Moral Precept, were now to be infticuted, 
ic would overihrow all the conftiturions of Government in 
Chriftendome, yea, in the whole world; and fo bring all the 
Magiſtrates of hs earth, intoa Chaos of confuſion and deſtru- 
Gion with all their adherents, and that both in things Civil, 
and Ecclefiaſticall. 

That is no more than God hath appointed and determined ſhall 
come to paſſe at bringing in of the Kingdome of che Man-cbild, 
who isto rule all Nations with a rod of iron, Plal.2.9. and 72.8.
